Every American destroyer has one or 
more team* and the two days week- 
ly when 'their ship is in port are de-

seriei" which is to begin next 


month 'for the championship of the 
fleet. 
Three" diamonds have been laid 


out on the top of the cliffs, over- 
looking the sea. 
The scene from 


home plate on any of these diamonds 
is picturesque enough to inspire a 
batter to his best efforts. 
At the 


right is.the £,ea, stretching in blue 
expanse- toward America. 
At the 


left are woods, of a green more viv- 
id than in America, just near enough 
so that an ordinary three base hit 
will lose itself in the underbrush and 
lengthen easily, into a home run. Be- 
hind and in front are stretches of 
fields with low hedges and 
stone 


walks, all ablaze with golden gorse 
and field flowers. 


There are no grandstands although 


every game played attracted a t fine 
crowd of spectators from the ships 
and the town. 
The teams wear 


regulation uniforms brought 
from 


home, with the names of their ships 
written large across 
their 
chests. 


The crowd makes itself comfortable 
on the igreen JlJehind the catcher or 
toward first base, where the sea 
breeze is a little brisker on a hot 
afternoon. 


The crowd always contains a good 


sprinkling of British tars, officers 
of both- navies, and 
townsfolk 
of 


both sexes. 
The girls of the 
vil- 


lages, who probably heard of base- 
ball for the first time, when the de- 
stroyers teams began laying out the 
diamonds, are 
already developing 


into proficient and 
critical 
fans. 


They take to baseball as naturally as 
their sisters on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 
TheAapie can hardly be said for 


the menfolk, who attend the games, 
because they like "the 
American 


boys" but frankly cannot see where 
the game* compares in interest with 
football 
or cricket. The 
British 


sailor is a little more hopeful, as 
be IM» learned to understand, the 
game; fairly well from a spectator's 
standpoint although it is hardly to 
be expected that he will try his hand 
at it Seriously for sometime yet. Oc- 
casionally an over-confident British 
sailor accepts an invitation to take 
a place <in a practice game but he 
quickly • finds that baseball is not 
cricket and is not to be learned in 
a day or two. 


The local newspapers have made 


one or two attempts to report the 
afternoon games but 
the 
censor's 


prohibition against the use of names 
of men or ships leaves his efforts 
somewhat flat and colorless. 
Here 
is one'of bis attempts: 
"An interesting-match of .baseball 
was witnessed "yesterday by Ameri- 
can and British officers. Play from 
start to finish was fast. 
I 
never 


saw the catcher muff a single ball, 
and men and girls stood behind him 
in a long line, almost absurdly con- 
fident of the eagle like keenness of 
his eye and swift sweep of his hand. 


"Balls were lost several times by 


crashing into the little wood behind 
the playing field. 
Some very spec- 


tacular plays were made and the 
scoring on these made the crowd 
cheer. 
There was ginger in the 


game all through. Tbe men who

IS LATE; HARVESTING 
NOW ON IN THE SOUTH

Washington, June 28.—Harvest- 


ing of the winter wheat crop is well 
under way in all southern states, 
and good progress is being made in 
central districts with oats and win- 
ter wheat. The winter wheat harv- 
est is about ten days late in Kansas, 
eight or more in Tennessee, North 
Carolina and Virginia and about 
two weeks late in southern Illinois 
and Indiana.

' The state, which is clear of debt, 
was authorized by the legislature to 
issue bonds not exceeding 15,000,000 
for the defense of the commonwealth 
in any emergency that may arise out 
of the war. In addition $2,000,000 
was appropriated to a.newly created 
body known as the State Commission 
of Public Safety and Defense. This 
commission has already appropriated 
out of this fund nearly 200,000 to 
the public safety committee of Penn- 
sylvania, made up of representative 
citizens of the state, which is aiding 
in recruiting the army and navy, 
conserving the food supply of Penn- 
sylvania and otherwise aiding the 
federal government along lines sug- 
gested by the council of national de- 
fense at Washington. 
The legislature appropriated ap- 


proximately ?83,000,000 for all state 
purposes. 
Of this amount $18,500, 


000 is for roads; 
$1«,000,000 for 


schools; many millions were voted 
to public and private charities.

Member of Pershing's Staff 
/Wants Sunday In Europe, 


ANXIOUS FOR THE WORK 


Also Plan* te Visit Several Training 


Camps Here and Knock the Devil Out 
For the Count of Ton — -Engagements 
In Several Citiee May Cauee Aban- 
donment of Scheme, However. 


Billy Sunday, who has just closed a 


campaign in New York city, during 
which 08,204 persons "hit the sawdust 
trail," Is going to "do his bit" for the 
United States. As soon as arrange- 
ments can be made and after he has 
rested at his home In Wlnona Lake, 
Ind., the evangelist expects to begin a 
aerie* of revival campaigns In the va- 
rious concentration and training camps 
throughout the country. He also ex- 
pects to go to England and France and 
"knock the devil out of the trenches. 


He has been asked by the Washing- 


ton authorities to make the trip, and 
all that prevents a definite announce- 
ment of bis sailing date is the fact that 
he has revival engagements that he 
cannot cancel or postpone without diffl 
culty. He Is confidently hoping to be 
able to devote part of his vacation 
time before his next campaign begins, 
In September,, to religious work among 
the troops In American concentration 
camps. 


The Idea of carrying the gospel to 


the; American troops has been on Sun- 
day's mind, ever since war was declar- 
ed by the United States. George Sun- 
day, Billy's son and campaign man- 
ager, discussed the idea with the 
Washington authorities during a re- 
cent visit to the capital, and Billy's 
project was warmly encouraged. 


Talked With Perahlng't Aid. 


When the British war commission 


was In New York recently General G. 
M. T. Bridges and other members of 
the body discussed with Sunday the 
possibility of his going to England to 
preach. Sunday then said he would 
like to undertake the work If it could 
be made to fit in' with his engagements 
Jn America. Later a member of Gen- 
eral Pershing's staff broached the plan 
to the evangelist, and Sunday enthusi- 
astically declared he would do his best 
to arrange his revival dates so as to 
permit the undertaking. - 


"I don't know who it was who_talked 


with me," he said. "I've forgotten his 
name, but it was a member of General 
Pershlng's staff. He said they wanted 
.me to go over.and preach to the soldier 
boys. There's nothing I would1 like 
better, so I told him to fix It up with 
Pershlng, and I'd go as soon as T could. 


"I. had thought of making a trip 


through the American camps for a 
month or two this summer or some 
time later, and I want to do It It all 
hinges on what arrangements I can 
make with some of the cities I'm sched- 
uled, to preach in." 


The Sunday committee Is attempting 


to get Washington ministers and others 
who are preparing for a scheduled Sun- 
day revival there In January and Feb- 
ruary of next year to agree to a post- 
ponement of the campaign. If it Is 
found possible to postpone the reviv- 
ing of the capital Sunday will, In all 
probability, leave for Europe early In 
the coming year. 


Will Rest For Week or Two. 


When he left New York he went di- 


rect to Wlnona Lake to rest for a week 
or two. He will then proceed to his 
apple form hi the Hood River region, 
Oregon. He Is scheduled to open his 
first campaign of the fall season at 
Los Angeles on Sept. 4. November 
and December are scheduled for the 
campaign in Atlanta. January and 
February will be spent in Washington 
unless other arrangements are made. 
Other campaigns for which Sunday Is 
booked next spring will be In Chicago 
and Dnluth, Minn. 


"I don't see how I can get away to 


the training camps unless some changes 
are made," he said. "But I'm going to 
do my best to go, and I guess I'll find 
a way." 
.Mrs. Sunday, convalescing after her 
recent serious Illness, expressed her- 
self as being sorry to leave New York.

Littauer's Daring Flight to "Spot" 


German Battery Rewarded by 


Success arid Recognition. 


For "spotting" a battery ~of heavy 


German guns in the vicinjty of Dun- 
kirk and photographing it under heavy 
fire Kenneth-Proctor Littajier, a grad- 
uate of the Central high school of 
Washington, has just been awarded 
the Crolx de Guerre. 


Uttauer entered the aviation service 


In March, 1916, and received the brevet 
the following day. For about eight 
months he did routine reconnaissance 
work on the front near Dunkirk, flying 
with the Franco-Belgian escadrille. He 
had already won a name for himself 
for his coolness and daring under' fire, 
but It was not until recently that he 
came under ilte offlc'ial eye of the 
French government. 


Information reached the general hi 


command of the sector that the Ger- 
mans had Installed a battery of heavy 
guns just beyond the French lines In 
a position where it could drop shells 
almost within Dunkirk and cause an 
enormous amount of damage. The gen- 
eral decided to "spot" the battery and 
turn his heavy guns against it. To 
"spot" a heavy battery well beyond tho 
advanced lines Is always dangerous 
work.

Young Llttauer—he Is only twenty- 


two—was asked if .he would undertake 
it. He. jumped at the chance. 
: 


On one of the bitterest afternoons In 


February he set off from the French 
base hi a heavy ."spotting"' machlnib,. 
although he knew he ran a great risk 
of being attacked1 by the enemy fight- 
ing planes, iufinately swifter than;his 
own.

: After circling about for half an hour 
the airman finally located the German 
battery at the same time its gunners 
perceived him. "i-ittaner snapped a, 
number of photographs of the location, 
and simultaneously, the German high 
angle guns opened fire.. The American 
was still a little more than a mile 
above the ground, but he: knew that 
the German guns had the reputation 
for hitting anythrngfbelow 20,000' feet. 


Llttauer had to fecross the German 


lines, whose smaller guns now got Into 
action. When he was directly above 
the'last German trench a piece of 
shrapnel struck the left motor,, causing 
the machine to rock and swerve sharp- 
ly. In a flash Llttauer shut off the 
ether motor and started to drop, In the 
meantime working his damaged ma- 
chine away from the German lines. 


The German gunners, thinking the 


machine had been vitally damaged and 
that perhaps the occupants were dead, 
ceased firing. When within 300 feet 
of the ground Llttauer pointed the ma.' 
chine's nose straight for the earth, and 
a crash followed. Every bone in the 
young American's body was. Jarred. 
The padded seat was torn from the 
craft, and the observer was hurled ten 
feet away. 
Littauer's camera was 


smashed, but through some miracle the 
photographic plates were unbroken. 


The pictures were developed, and sub- 


sequently the German battery was re- 
duced to alienee. In a citation the 
French war office commended the 
American for his coolness and bravery 
under fire and for rendering signal 
service.

U BOAT HORRORS 


Calls Submarine Warfare as 
Practiced DeliberateJrfurder, 


SURVIVORS LEFT TO DROWN 


Torpedoed Ship* Often ' Sink In Two 


Minute*— Not Germain' Fault, He 
Says, That Every MUiile Does Not 
Cauee a Lutitania Mattacre— Fire 
Torpedoee While Submerged. 


With the approval of the government 


Wesley Frost, former United States 
consul at Queenstown, who saw much 
9f the horrors of ruthless submarine 
•warfare, gave an interview about U 
boats. Mr. frrost Is In Washington, 
resting after the nervous attain due 
to his work abroad.

"The submarine war grows more bar- 


barous every day," Mr. Frost said. "It 
has now reached the plane of delib- 
erate murder for every ship sunk and 
will BO continue to the end. It is not 
the fault of the Germans that every 
torpedo does not produce a Lusltania 
massacre. ~~ 


"Now 
that the submarines have been 


driven to 'attack ships submerged, 
using the torpedo almost exclusively. 
the murder roll Is bound to grow, 
Most ships when struck by a torpedo 
go down in two or three minutes, 
which gives .no opportunities of escape 
to .those below decks.

Ships Sink Quickly. 


"Recent sinkings which came under 


my observation since the beginning' ot 
the ruthless warfare-show this conclu- 
sively. A freighter loaded with Iron 
ore and convoyed .by a destroyer .went 
down In two minutes. ; Eighteen of her 
crew of twenty-sir were drowned. An- 
other sank In two minutes after being 
struck. She, was hit In daylight, but 
the submarine was not seen.' Twenty- 
eight of her crew of thirty-two perish- 
ed. The Abosso sank in three minutes, 
and thirty women and children died. - 


"Sinkings of this sort from now on 


will be the rule, not' the exception. 


"The submarines are now so fearful 


of exposing themselves to the decl 
.guns, of slowly sinking ships that the, 
seldom come up to question the escap 
ing crews of passenger ships. Out o 
six passenger ship sinkings Investigat 
ed by me this happened in only on 
case— that of the Laconla, which wa 
sunk near midnight.'

The bureau is designed to meet, in 


co-oneration with the Yale Alumni as- 
sociation of Paris, the needs of Yale 
men as European headquarters and as 
a bureau of Information, advice and 
help.

"The crews of destroyed ships were 


left to .die from, starvation or drown 
ing. 
Their sufferings were terrible 


Many of them were never picked up 
The men probably went mad and leap- 
ed Into. the sea. In the case of the 
Calrnhill, a British . freighter with a 
crew of sixteen men, five, of whom 
were Americans, the Germans delib- 
erately gutted the lifeboat, took the 
provisions which, the men bad placet 
In the boat and threw them Into the 
sea, emptied the water keg of fresh 
water and, to make their job complete 
filled it with salt water. The boat's 
sails were taken off, and that .was 
practically the only hope of getting to 
laud if the wind were favorable. She 
was attacked 150 miles out at sea." 


That these men were saved was al- 


most a miracle. Mr. Frost thus de- 
scribed another case: 


"The American schooner Woodward 


Abrahms was attacked 400 miles ofl 
shore. Captain Van Namme and the 
crew of eight were put In a lifeboat 
while the Germans set the lumber la- 
den schooner afire ' with incendiary 
bombs. The American sailors drifted 
about the Atlantic for two days and 
two nights, when they were nicked up 
by another lumber schooner, the Nor- 
wegian Anna Maria. She was torpe- 
doed 200 miles off shore, and the men 
again took to the lifeboats. The crew 
of the Anna Maria were never seen 
again. After another twenty-four hours 
adrift Captain Van Namme and UK 
Americans were picked up. Their luck 
held and they lived. The Norwegians 
died." 


Mr. Frost said some of the subma- 


rine commanders delighted, accounts of 
survivors proved, in making their work 
fiendish.

''While the men,- ivho inake the mon-;

tific Organization tor the elimination 
of waste, the Tromen, who are "large 
factors in the spending of money, have 
been utterly neglectful of this con- 
stantly •widening hole in the family 
purse. 


'.'Several years ago I attended the 


bleimial session of the General Federa- 
tion, of Women's Clubs in Cincinnati. 
They had a program that lasted ten 
days, a program that brought up—for 
'a paper' and discussion—every ques- 
tion under 'the sun—politics, economics, 
literature; music.7 art, science—every- 
question to which .they could contrib- 
ute little or nothing, every question but 
the one great question which they had 
right in their homes and to which, by { 
discussion and organization, they could i 
contribute niuch.

The Host Wasteful Class. 


"Because servants form a class, the 


only class in civilized life, that does not 
feel the rise in the cost of living, its 
board always being provided; because 
its pocket nerve is never touched by 
the price of food and because it has 
been for so many years unrestrained 
by a proper discipline it has become 
the most wasteful class In the "world 
in the use of food—purchased 
some one else's money. 


"If-a mistress attempts to enforce 


economy in her kitchen the servant 
plainly shows that she does not think 
her worthy of respect; that _she is in- 
ferior to some other mistress -who per- 
mitted a prodigal use of materials. If 
the mistress attempts to direct how 
much cream, butter, how many eggs 
should be used for this, that of the 
other thing the servant -will relate 
what some other mistress allowed. 
Tbe attitude assumed is, 'This Is all 
right for you. but of course you don't 
\inderstand,' the obtruded implication 
being-that you are in an inferior class. 


"In-the appalling crisis that the na- 


tion is now facing many of the -wom- 
en's organizations are following their 
habit of milling about in oseless activ- 
ities. There Is much vocalization,-but 
little gain to the country. The activi- 
ties that are most in vogue are those 
that have a military flavor.

In order to make it thoroughly 


.understood that the young men of 
the Columbia Union Conference of 
Seventh-Day Adventists, 
which in- 


cludes in its territory Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Virginia, West 
^7irginia, Maryland, Delaware, ana 
District of Columbia, are not slack- 
ers but willing to take their chances 
as 
nonconibatants 
in 
dangerous 


places the same as the actual fight- 
ers, the executive committee of that 
union has drawn up a declaration 
of princples to that effect.

work, such as uniform making and 
work on other army supplies. These 
latter eventually; "will--be'turned over 
largely to womejn and the men will 
be released for army service.
